Guido is faced with the daunting task 
of continuing to uphold his legacy, while his marriage and his life fall apart around him. The play 
relies heavily on the strong, independent women in his life: his mistress, his agent, his former lover/ 
current movie star, a whore from his childhood, his wife, and his mother. The play also examines 
Guido’s relationship with the Catholic Church and God. 

“Nine” continues the Lexington High School Fine and Performing Arts Department's 
tradition of picking provocative and incredibly moving musicals that anger many and impress even 
more. “Nine” was directed by Steven Bogart, with choreography by Anne Carey, and choral direction 
and musical direction by Brian O’Connell and Jeffrey P.Leonard respectively. Written by Arthur Kopit, 
with music and lyrics composed by Maury Yeston, “Nine” showcased the extraordinary talent here 
in Lexington.

Dict a Minute, the 2003 Lexington High School Yearbook of Lexington, Massachusetts, volume 78, 
was printed by Herff-Jones of Indiana, Inc. at their Gettysburg plant in Pennsylvania, one of six around the 
country. 

1,050 copies of the 336-page book were made with a 2” spine using Bordeaux 100 paper submit- 
ted via electronic proof through Herff-Jones representative Mr. John Carrier. All seventy-nine pages of color 
were made using a lithographic 4 color process. 

The cover, end sheets, and design elements were made using Adobe Photoshop 7.0 utilizing the 
motion blur filter primarily which represents the concept of movement and time used throughout the book 
to unify the theme,“Just a Minute.” The cover was printed using a 4 color process on a permacote base with a 
matte lamination. End sheets were printed on Vibracolor 01 paper with UV coating over the photographs. 

The 2003 theme of Just a Minute” was conceived by the editors-in-chief during a five-day journal- 
ism workshop at Columbia University in New York City in the summer of 2002. The editors worked with the 
concept and molded it into a complete idea that would keep the design and theme constant in all sections 
of the yearbook. 

The entire yearbook was made primarily using Adobe InDesign 2.0, along with Adobe Pagemaker 
6.5. All graphics were made using Adobe Photoshop7.0 and Adobe Illustrator 9.0. The staff used two Apple 
eMac computers, 1 “Blue and White” Powermac G3, a beige all-in-one G3, four Powerbook G3s, along with 
various personal computers. 

The majority of the photos were taken by yearbook staff members. Senior, underclass, and faculty 
portraits, and the majority of sports candids, along with sports and activities group shots, were taken by 
Burlington Studios, of Burlington, MA, along with Modoono Photographers. Yearbook staff members used 
the staff’s Nikon F100, along with a number of various student-supplied cameras. All film was developed 
through local retailers. 

Headlines were in Gadget at various sizes. Subheadlines were in Lucida Grande at 12 and 14 point. All 
article copy was in Myriad Roman at 10 point. Captions were in Myriad Roman, Italic, and Bold at 8 point. 

The Lexington High School yearbook is amember of the Columbia Scholastic Press Association, the 
New England Scholastic Press Association, the American Scholastic Press Association, and the Quill and Scroll 
Society. The 2002 yearbook, Lasting Impressions won a bronze plaque from the Columbia Scholastic Press 
Association, and First Place from the American Scholastic Press Association. Over the summer of 2002, the 
editors-in-chief of Just a Minute won Best Theme Development at the Columbia Scholastic Press Association 
Summer Journalism Workshop, Jimmy Goodrich won the adward for Best Overall Design, and Shang Chen, 


Advisor Kathy Corr, Allison Longley, and Joyce Sun won Best Headline Package.
